Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 

Wakefield (3050790) in view of Sandor (3544148) or Bourne et al (5620212). 

Wakefield (3050790)shows a window for an aircraft that has a three point glide and 
control device 5. It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at 
the time the invention was made to provide Wakefield with a locking device in view of 
Sandor (3544148) element 44 or Bourne et al (5620212) element 23 since it would 
provide a convenient locking means that is on the handle. The orientation of the axis of 
5 of Wakefield is deemed to be an obvious change especially in view of Sandor. In 
regard to claim 5 Sandor's button projects from the handle and the top surface thereof 
provides an indication. 

1 . Claim s 12-1 7 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims.
